H consisted ol two reapers to "hull 
lit* ret ch ed $luu. each. In 1847 he 
hum liis first laclory in Chicago. He 
employed 33 men the fits year and 
turned mil •"') reapem. Uioiu then on 
progress was rapid. Production in 
I s *To was up to in,nun machines. 

This was the beginning ol new 
life for tlie fanner progress came 
1 1 <>in inusliy. Industry made piugi »•**■> 
po i< lr. Agriculture became a part 
of tile machine age. 

Agiicu'ture ceased to he a heavy 
back-breaking task. Although tin* 
farmer still finds il difficult to lake 
two weeks holiday with pay. his lot 
is. iu many ways more coiulortable 
than that of the aveiage industrial 
worker. 

While lids process lias been going 
on, tiie fanner’s home lias been 
transformed. Electric power is now 
available on many farms. We are 
blessed, in Canada, with abundance 
of water power. The cost lies in dis¬ 
tribution. As time goes on the farm 
is modernized so too is the farm 
home. 

Why was tlie progress of agrleul- 
lure so long delayed. The tusk may 
have been more difficult. It may have 
been easier to invent a steam engine 
than a milking machine. Other indus¬ 
tries had more capital. This gave 
them greater opportunities to search 
lor better ways of doing things. Tin* 
ini#* of progress now is swifter with 
the passing years. As soon as the 
human race beg I us to recover from 
the affects of war progress will be 
more rapid than ever before. Still 
we are not as sure of ourselves 
nor or others so sure of us.
